Original Charges Against 
-Assistant..Chief To Be 


| Decided Wednesday. 


Members of the police committee of 
council will decide on the original 
charges filed against A. Lamar Poole, 
suspended chief of the detective de- 
partment, at a meeitng at 7:30 
o'clock Wednesday night, Councilman 
G. Dan Bridges, chairman of the 
committee, announced Friday after- 
noon, 

Bridges’ announcement followed re- 
fusal of Judge John D. Humphries, of 
Fulton superior court, to grant a writ 
of supergedeas on a mandamus ab- 
solute he issued Thursday in the 
latest police department row. 

Under the court order, only four 
members of the committee are per- 
mitted te sit, and Poole’s vindication 
was forecast freely in city hall cir- 
cles, and his immediate restoration to 
duty seen. 

Bridges said he could not hold the 
meeting sooner than Wednesday night 
because of previous engagements of 
members, but thatthe committee 
would take steps at that time to 
comply, with the court order. 

Coleman Ruled Out. 

Under the ruling of the court,  Al- 
derman Guy Coleman, fifth member 
of the committee, cannot participate 
in the committee’s deliberations, can- 
not confer with committee members 
regarding the decision, nor can he 
be present at the session of the com- 
mittee in which Poole’s future as a 
member of the department will hang 
in the balance. Coleman was absent 
from one hearing of the committee, 
and therefore disqualified to sit as a 
member of the committee, the court 
held. 

City Attorney James L. Mayson 
having obtained Judge Humphries’ 
signature to a bill of exceptions ecar- 
rying up the mandamus absolute, Fri- 
day sought supersedeas to bar en- 
forcement of the mandamus pending 
the appeal. 

Attorney James A. Branch, repr® 
senting Poole, told Judge Humphries 
that two members of the police com- 
mittee, Alderman Frank Reynolds, 
vice chairman, and Alderman E. A. 
Gilliam, have declined to sanction the 
appeal. 

Judge Humphries said that he could 
not grant supersedeas because he had 
already signed the bill of exceptions. 
Attorney Branch contended that by 
virtue of the. bill of exceptions being 
signed, the city attorney had taken 
the case out of Judge Humphries 
hands and it is now in the appellate 


court. 
Humphries’ Ruling. 

Judge Humphries made it clear that 

Alderman Coleman is not to act in 
the Poole case. “Coleman is out of 
the case,” Judge Humphries said. “He 
has no right to co-operate in dis- 
cussing an appeal or a decision of 
the committee. The mandamus is not 
directed against him. because he is 
disqualified from taking part in the 
case. 
“Two members of the committee 
cannot control the case the right to 
move that the charges against Poole 
be withdrawn, and he has no right 
in the room while the committee is de- 
liberating the case. 

“Members of the police committee 
are acting in judicial capacities in this 
case; it is not a political campaign. 
One member of the committee could 
go on with the case and appeal, but 
I cannot grant supersedas. The city 
attorney acted squarely within his 
rights as counsel ih filing the appeal, 
even if two members of the commit- 
tee have not approved of the ap- 
peal. I have no fault to find with 
Mr. Mayson on that ground, as his 
action in filing the appeal was en- 
tirely ethical and proper. 

“This case is beyond my control, 
after having signed the bill of ex- 
ceptions. [| therefore decline - to 
grant supersedas, first, because I 
have no legal authority to grant it, 
and second, because half of the mem- 
bers of the committee have declined 
to approve the appeal, and the other 
two members qualified to pass judg- 
ment on Poole are a minority, six as 
it takes three members out of the 
five to convict. Two members of the 
committee cannot control the case 
and find Poole guilty.” 

With Branch at the hearing were 
Attorneys William Schley Howard 
and W. Paul Carpenter, of counsel 
for Poole.

ATLANTA'S ILLITERACY RATING. 


Atlanta is ranked 65th among the 
93 largest cities of the country in 
respect to illiteracy, according to a 
Statement by the National Advisory 
Council on Illiteracy. Long Beach, 
Cal., and Peoria, lll., rank first, with 
Fall River, Mass., last. 

While it would appear strange 
that Atlanta, with a public school 
system which has won wide recog- 
nition and with such institutions of 
higher learning as the Georgia 
School of Technology, Emory Uni- 
versity, Agnes Scott and Ogle- 
thorpe, should have-an adult illit- 
eracy of 4 per cent, analysis of the 
figures for the various cities reveals 
that it has a much higher ranking 
than many other cities with the 
same population problems. 

The high degree of illiteracy in 
Fall River is accounted for by the 
large number of foreign-born mill 
workers within its boundaries, and 
the other cities at the bottom of the 
list all have large alien population 
or, being located in the south, have 
large negro populations. 

Among the cities with a consid- 
erable proportion of negro inhabit- 
ants, Atlanta has an excellent stand- 
ing, being ahead of Birmingham, in 
88th place, Richmond in 70th place, 
New Orleans, Knoxville, San An- 
tonio, El Paso and other southern 
cities. 

New York, with its large alien 
population, is in 73rd place, while 
the western and midwestern cities 
such as Cincinnati, St. Louis, Des 
Moines, Indianapolis and Los An- 
geles, having only a small per cent 
of alien and negro population, are 
at the top of the list. ~

OF A BUSHEL OF WHEAT: 

Last summer while passing a farm 
where they were threshing my hus- 
band «=... 

(Some husbands deserve it, but then 

again, some wives would not take it 
so complacenfly.) 
, . stopped and bought a bushel 
of wheat for 45 cents. It was cer- 
tainly the most food for a small sum 
we have ever bought. We are sfill 
using from that bushel and like it 
and also benefit greatly from eating 
it. I wash a quantity. about a gallon 
at a time, all the sticks and chaff 
float on top. I put-the clean wheat 
in a muslin sugar bag and hang it 
over the stove or furnace to dry. 
Aside from cooking the whole grain 
for a breakfast dish, I sometimes 
grind it in. my-food chopper, sift 
out the fine part with a coarse sieve 
and use that for whole wheat flour. 
The coarse part is cracked wheat, and 
this I cook and use as a breakfast 
cereal, or mix with eggs and milk 
for pudding, like rice pudding, or 
cook with cheese like spaghetti. We 
think it is fine in meat loaf, also in 
soup. Again we like it cooked with 
meat scraps or liver pudding and 
— in bread pans, then sliced and 
ried, 

We think it is a fine food, as well 
as an exceedingly economical one, 

My father, who lives with wus,_is 
91 years old and he is in excellent 
condition physically and mentally. He 
is very fond of this wheat food in 
every form. - We feel grateful to you 
for suggesting the use of wheat in 
the daily menu, and also for many 
other healthful things we have learned 
(Mrs. M. P. Z.) 

The wheat growers get a price for 
their wheat that should bring the 
blush of shame to the great engineers, 
economists and statesmen who have 
led us into the morass. But still the 
farmers who raise wheat are among 
the dumbest in regard to the practical 
uses of wheat in the daily dietary. 
The time is past when the farmers 
were hayseeds, hicks, reubens, suckers 
for the quacks, patent medicine ven- 
dors and goldbrick agents. Today it 
seems that our agricultural contin- 
gent devotes its credulity to the selec- 
tion of food.

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Need for Improvement 


Of Quality of Cotton 
Staple Urged by Jordan 


Editor Constitution: This is Na- 
tional Cotton Week and also the an- 
nual convention of the American Cot- 
ton Manufacturers Association at At- 
lanta. A most cordial welcome will 
be extended to hundreds of southern 
cotton mill executives and other rep- 
resentatives of the cotton trade and 
textile industries, present at the con- 
ferences at the Biltmore Friday and 
Saturday. 

It is within my memory when there 
were very few cotton mills in the 
south, while today southern spinners 
and manufacturers consume twice as 
much raw cotten as any other section 
of the world. , 

At one time New England was the 
dominant cotton milling center of the 
nation, but at present the south oper- 
ates about twice the spindle capacity 
of New England, and consumes more 
than five times as much-raw cotton. 
The expansion of southern mills, 
equipped with the best spindles anil 
looms to manufacture finer yarns and 
fabrics, has brought about an increas- 
ing demand for better quality cotton 
and longer staple. The cotton grow- 
ers are being constantly urged to plant 
improved selected seed to meet the in- 
creasing demand of the mills for bet- 
ter staple. This is a matter which 
should receive the earnest thought and 
full co-operation of the growers in ey- 
ery cotton state. 

As the spinners are the cotton farm- 
ers’ omly customers, the best that can 
be grown to meet their needs should 
be the paramount wish of the growers. 
Georgia at one time occupied a high 
position in the growth of full one-inch 
quality staple which sold at a pre- 
mium among the mills north and 
sonth, 

The length of the Georgia staple 

has so degenerated in recent years, 
that with Alabama, these two states 
now stand at the bottom in the high 
percentages produced of very short 
and untenderable cotton. Approxi- 
mately 25 per cent of the whole crop 
grown each ‘year in the south is un- 
tendegable on’ contracts because of 
very short staple and low grades. 
There should be no seed planted whose 
fiber will staple less than full 7-8 
inch, with every possible effort put 
forth by the growers to increase the 
dength to 1 inch and above. — 
Better quality and increased length 
of staple can only be grown by the. 
use of carefully selected seed, plant- 
ed on good land, liberally fertilized 
and intensively cultivated. The in- 
creased yields on fewer acres planted 
to the farm in cotton, lowering the 
cost of production and selling the bef- 
ter staples at premium prices is the 
best and safest method of insuring a 
profit to the growers. This has been 
clearly demonstrated in good farm 
practice. 

It is hoped that this subject of bet- 
ter quality cotton will receive the 


ton manufacturers while in session 
this week and by the ge of strong 
resolutions impress .cotton farm: 
ers with the attitude of the spinners 
on this important question. 
Progress is being made each year 
in the production of better length sta- 
ple, especially in the Carvlinas, and 
the mevement should be pre for- 
ward all over the cotton belt until no 
farmer will plant seed that will staple 
less than 7-8 to 1 inch in length. This 
will do more than any other one thin

“Increasing the consumption of cot- 
ton is the best way to help the cot- 
ton farmer and the cotton industry 
in general,” Mr. Callaway said, “Cot- 
ton is cheaper thah any of its cont 
petitors and the enly way we can 
brighten our future is to assist in 
campaigns for wider uses of the prod- 
uct. A large share of the responsi- 
bility for distribution of cotton prod- 
ucts rests with the manufacturers.”

‘Schorr Passes On 
Without Realizing 
A Derby Winner 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May. 20.—(4)— 
Never realizing his great desire—to 
win a Kentu cky Derby—John. W. 
Schorr, dean of Memphis horsemen 
ang president of the Tennessee Bever- 
age Company, died at his hotel here 
early today at the age of 80. 

He had a string of race horses that 
figured in turf history 15 years ago, 
and he continued his interest in the 
sport aftem racing was outlawed in 
Tennessee in 1906. 

His “Lieber Karl” wont the Ten- 
nessee Derby at Old Montgomery 
Park here in 1898. The same year 
Lieber Karl finished second to Plaudit 
in the Kentucky Derby.

“Culbertson on Contract 


The Tactics of Contract. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON. 
World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Anatyst 


As bidding is the strategy of Con- 
tract—the part of the game which 


deals with selecting the battlefield— 
so the play of the hand deals with 
the question of tactics, and thus the 
Declarer is in the position of a gen- 
er.l making a plan in regard to the 
disposition and use of his troops 
where battle has already been joined. 
This is the reason, so frequently em- 
phasized by writers on Bridge, that. 
when the first lead is made and the 
Dummy goes down on the table, the 
Declarer’ should’ make an adequate 
plan. «This plan, of course, is sub- 
ject to change, as the battle wages 
and tricks are won or lost, but even 
a bad plan is better than none at all.

(UP)—A declaration of bankruptey 
tonight for the 
Kreuger & Toll Co., core of a world- 


_ wide financial structure built up by 


| the late Ivar Kreuger and bolstered 
| by fraud in the last, desperate years 
before his suicide in Paris. 

The recommendation was contained 
in the final report of the Swedish 
committee investigating the affairs 
of the mysterious, powerful Kreuger, 
whose influence penetrated to every 
corner of the globe and whose prestige 
was undiminished even up to the hour 
of his death at a time when he knew 
disaster had overtaken his financial 
empire. 

The committee found: . 

1. That there had beén fraudulent 
manipulation within the Kreuger con- 
cerns for at least eight years or 
longer. 

2. That there is little if anythin 
available for distribution to eauseenal 
creditors. 

. That there is no longer any rea- 
son for maintaining the moratorium 
granted to the Kreuger interests after 
the “match king's” sticide. 

4. That the Kreuger & Toll Co. 
ean claim not ] n 200,000,000 
(about 7,400,000) from 
Kreuger’s estate. 

5. That Kreuger had personal debts 
of at least 500,000,000 kroner (about 
$93,500,000), in addition to an indi- 
rect liability of about 400,000,000 
kroner (about $73,500,000). 

6. That assets will not amount to 
more than a comparatively small per- 
centage of the liabilities. 

7. That negotiations have been 
started to give the Swedish Match 
Company a chance to undertake re- 
construction work. Meanwhile, its af- 
fairs are under control of a special 
administration.
